Propaganda Minister Paul 


Joseph Goebbels appealed 
today 
to angry 
German 


demonstrators to cease the 
violent revenge they had 
taken for the assassination 
of a German diplomat in 
Paris 
by a young Polish 


Jew. 


But Jews, watching roving raid- 
ing parties smash their store wln- 


, dows 
and 
plunder their 
shops, 


feared 
worse was In store for 
them. 


"Trie final answer will be given 


In the form of laws or decrees,' 
Goebbels declared and some Jew- 
ish quarters expressed 
fear all 
Jews would bo ordered to leave 
the country. 


Anti-Semitism also was enforc- 
ed in Italy in sweeping decree 
laws Issued by the cabinet exclud- 
ing Jews from all government po- 
sitions, restricting their business 
and professions, forbidding their 
marriage to non-Jewish 
Italians 
and limiting their family rights. 


Reports to Berlin showed that

SUCCUMBS LONG ILLNESS; 


METHnOS RUTHLESS 


ISTANBUL, Nov. 10.— 


—Kamal Ataturk, 
creator 


and president 
of 
modern 


Turkey who lived hard and 
ruled hard, died today. He 
was 58 years old. 


Ataturk, long 
ill, 
suc- 


cumbed to cirrhosis of the 
liver at 9:05 n. m. (2:PP a. m. 
EST) 
after having clung to life 


longer than expected. 
He appar- 


ently had been gaining strength 
after a grave attack In mid-Oc- 
tober but suffered a relapse. 


Ataturk lived hard. 
He 
often 


worked or listened to musicians 
all night. 
For many years he 


was a chain cigarette smoker, a 
marathon coffee drinker and cel- 
ebrated often 
with 
champaign 


and rakl liquor, which was ban- 
ned for British troops In Pales- 
tine during the World -war. 


He ruled hard as the Iron-fist- 


ed "Grey Wolf" who forged a 
strong new westernized state out 
of the war-crushed ruins of the 
Ottoman empire. 
Turkey, strategically placed be- 
tween east and west In a rapidly 
changing world, quickly and sad- 
ly sought his succssor. 


Abdul Hallk 
Renda, 
president 


of the national assembly, assumed 
the Interim presidency 
while a 


government proclamation announc- 
ed Immediate convocation of the 
assembly to elect a new chief ex- 
ecutive.

REPUBLICANS EXPECTED CARRY 
BANNER OF CONSERVATISM IN 
COMING PRESIDENTIAL CAMPAIGN

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.-(/P)— 


The republican party, chastened 
by its 1930-36 losses and tempered 
by plunges into liberal 
waters, 


must weld Its forces and decide 
during the next congress just how 
conservative its wants to bo in 
1040. 


For 
many 
politicians 
believe 
that, unless events take a course 
wholly contrary to the signs, the 
republicans must carry the bap- 
ner of conservatism In the next 
presidential election. None doubta 
^hat President Roosevelt will con- 
tlnue hla efforts to make the dem- 
'ocratic party tho megaphpne ot 
liberalism. 


But the republican conservatism 


of 1940 will not be that of 1928 
or 1932 or even 1936. Already the 
party 
has 
undergone 
a 
vast 


change slnco the days of Coolidge 
and Hopver. That was less than 
ten years ago. Curtis of Kansas 
and Watson of Indiana ruled the 
senate. The trlumverate of Long- 
worth of Ohio, Tllson of Connecti- 
cut and Snell of New York held 
a tight re\a upon the bouse. 


Death has taken many of the 


old leaders not only In congress 
but In the staid councils of the 
national committee. Herbert Hoo- 
ver, 
though frequently bealrring 


himself to preach against the new 
deal, has gone back to live In his 
mansion on the hill above the red- 
tiled roofs of Palo Alto. Watson's 
grip was so far gone in Indiana 
that he could not capture the sen- 
atorial nomination this year. Til- 
son and Snell have retired. 


Younger men, representative of 


tho new era,, have risen Into re- 
publican leadership Over the lead 
—Kenenth M, Simpson and Thom- 
as E. Dewey In New York, Lever- 
ett Saltonstall and Senator Henry 
Cabot Lodge In Massachusetts, and 
others. 
Many of them preach a 


brand of republicanism that must 
sound 
like heresy to tho 
older 


chieftains. 


It would bo Incorrect to assume 


that there Is no conflict Inside 
tho upper band of republican of- 
ficialdom over Just how liberal 
or how conservative the 
party 


shall 
be. 
But 
tho 
republicans 


usually are good ,at smothering 
rows within their own rarika.

"If we will set ourselves to this 
vast work, then victory will be 
ours, not only for our hospitals, 
but for our schools and all our 
other agencies. With 
a 
united 
heart and one aim, I say to yo\\ 
that the trustees arc Irrevocably 
committed to carry on and .you 
will join In this vast business. 
Cromwell said: 'Trust in God ana 
keep your powder dry'—with' us, 
the touch of God will carry us 
on if wo work at it." 


Ho desqribed the charity bur- 


den of the three Institutions, mak- 
ing a figure 
of 
approximately 


$300,000, and asked the members, 
of the general convention meet- 
ing here to share tho burden with 
the leaders of the institutions He 
urged the necessity of maintain- 
ing physical plants and of con- 
stant Improvements. Ho called on 
members of the denomination to 
seek memorial gifts to maintain 
tho institutions in perpetuity.

The two officials taken with the 


prisoners also were wounded In a 
gun battle with state, county and

BERLIN, Nov. 10.—(/P)—Propa- 


ganda Minister Paul Joseph Goeb- 
bels this afternoon issued a brief 
appeal to the German populace to 
desist from further anti-Jewish de- 
monstrations afte rsynagogues in 
many 
cities had 
been burned, 


wrecked or badly damaged. 
"The justifiable and understand- 
able indignation of the German 
people over the cowardly Jewish 
murder of a German diplomat in 
Paris has resulted during the past 
night In extensive demonstrations," 
said Goobbels. 
Ho referred to the 
killing of 
Ernst von Rath, secretary of the 
Paris embassy, by a 17-year-old 
Polish Jew who had liver In Ger- 
many. 
"In numerous cities and com- 


munities of the Reach," said Goeb- 
bels' appeal, "acts of violence were 
committed against Jewish buildings 
and businesses. 
"The entire population now, how- 
ever, strictly requested to, desist 
immediately from all further' de- 
monstrations and actions of what- 
ever nature against Jcwdom, 
"The final answer to Jewry will 
be given In the form of laws or' 
decrees." 
Responsible Jews hearing this 
closing sentence expressed fears 
that a general order would be is- 
sued compelling all Jews to leave 
the country.

AMERICAN AUTHOR, 
PEARL BUCK, WINNER 


1938 NOBEL PRIZE 


THE GOOD "EARTH* UNDER- 


STOOD TO HAVE BEEN 


BASIS FOR AWARD 


STOCKHOLM, 
Nov. 
10.— 
The 1938 Nobel pize for literature 
today was awarded to Pearl Buck, 
American author 
of "The Good 
Earth" and other novels dealing 
with China. 


Mrs. Buck, formerly Pearl Syden- 
strycker and now Mrs. Richard J. 
Walsh of Great Neck, New York, 
was born In Hillsboro, West Vir- 
ginia In 1892 and has spent much 
of her life in China. 


(Mrs. 
Buck's parents were mis- 
sionaries In China and her first 
husband, J. Lossing Buck, was a 
member of the faculty of Nanking 
university. They were divorced in 
1935.) 


The Nobel award was understood 


to have been based particularly on 
"The Good Earth," which also won 
the 1932 Pulitzer 
prize for an 


American novel. 
Pearl Buck was the third Ameri- 
can to win the Nobel award in 
literature, an honor she shares In 
this country only with Sinclair 
Lewis, who was awarded it in 1930, 
and Eugene O'Neill, who received 
it in 1036. The prize Is worth about 
$37,975. 


She joined the company of such 


literary greats as Maurice Maeter- 
linck, Rudyard Kipling, Anatole 
France, William Butler Yeats and 
George Bernard Shaw. 
The 1938 Nobel prize In physics 


wag awarded to an Italian scien- 
tist, Enrico Fermi of the Univer- 
sity of Rome.

Miller, civic and political leader 
In South Texas, today denounced 
dictatorships before the conven- 
tion of the Texas Federation of

Tho speaker answered the ques- 
tion "Is democracy worth preserv- 
ing?" with "Is life worth living?" 
and asserted "We arc responsible 
for tho kind of government we 
create for ourselves." 


"We must rededlcato ourselves 


to the American way of life and 
discharge the full duties of our 
citizenship for 
no 
nation 
is 
stronger than Its people," Miller 
said, pointing out influences det- 
rimental to democracy may be 
seeping Into the United States. 


Miller said Christianity and de- 
mocracy had made America the 
most 
powerful 
nation in 
the 


world and religion either perish- 
es or "becomes the sjavo of dic- 
tators" under "ism" governments. 
Mrs. Richard J. Turrcntlno of 


Denton, federation president, pre- 
siding, the convention opened its 
final day by singing "Beautiful, 
Beautiful Texas," Governor-Elect 
W. Lee O'Daniel's theme song. 


The first resolution approved by 


tho convention urged the legisla- 
ture to appropriate 
funds 
to 
match teachers' contributions to 
t,ho teachers retirement act. The 
law, a constitutional amendment, 
is In effect but state funds have 
not been provided.

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REPUBLICAN GAINS MAY GIVE

BAND OF DEMOCRATS CHANCE 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.— 
Election losses which cut deeply 
Into President Roosevelt's num- 
erical majority in congress may 
give the balance of power on au- 
caslon to the small band of ant!- 
administration democrats. 
This group combined with re- 


publicans in 1937 to kill the Pres- 
ident's court bill. 
A similar coa- 


lition In tho house defeated tho 
first wage-hour bill and the gov- 
ernment reorganization program, 
both of which passed tho senate 
by scant margins. 
In the 1939 session the demo- 
crats will have a majority 
of 


about 20 senate seats and more 
than 40 house seats, but seveiai 
times in the laat two years fully 
that 
number of democrats 
has 


voted against tho administration. 
In addition to their own losses, 


the house democrats will lose the 
support of several progressive and 
farmer-labor 
members who fre- 
quently have voted with them but 
who were defeated for re-election 
by republicans, 


Some of the anti-Roosevelt dem- 
ocrats In both chambers lost Tues- 
day along with administration sup- 
porters, but 
Informal 
surveys 


showed that their strength, coupl- 


ed with the Increased republican 
forces, still could be an even more 
vital factor than heretofore. 


Most politicians here agreed, for 


instance, that the government re- 
organization bill shelved by the 
house last year could not be en- 
acted In the same form In 1939. 
Although President Roosevelt la 
expected to resubmit the program, 
it may be changed sufficiently to 
meet more general congressional 
approval. 


Rebellious democrats also may 
have considerable to say on tha 
farm situation, on taxes, and on, 
proposals to amend the Wagner, 
labor act and social security laws.

"Lobar pneumonia is an Infec- 
tious disease.

well over 90 
per cent 
of the cases

caused by one of the thirty-two 
types of the pneumoccus germ. 
Against some but by no means 
all of these varieties of the pneu- 
moccus, serums have been de- 
,veloped which have proven ex- 


tremaly beneficial in the treat- 
ment of pneumonia cases caused 
by these particular types. In or- 
der that best results can be ex- 
pected the serum must be given 
early. 
•^..."Another remarkable advance- 
ment by medical science in its 
struggle with pneumonia was tho 
perfection 
within the past sev- 
eral years of a method of quickly 
Identifying tho type of pneumoc- 
cus causing the illness in each 
Individual 
case. 
Thus progress 
has been made but we are yet 
far from the goal. 


"Consequently, the necessity of 
persons developing their natural 
defenses against all infections in- 
cluding pneumonia, is just as Im- 
portant and essential today as it 
ever was. 
Lowered Bodily Resistance. 
"After all, many cases of penu- 


monla got their first start by 
•way of a lowered bodily resist- 
ance which provides a fertile soil 
for the pneumoccus germ to pro- 
duce the disease.

Thou Shalt Do No Murder," an Eternal Law, 


With Applications to the Human Spirit— 
Europe's War Spirit Contrasted With Some 
Quiet Groups. 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


In these killing days we 


to go again to Mt. Slnal, to learn 
the sacrednesH of human life. I 
made the journey from Tor, on 
the Red Sea, by camel caravan, 
amidst sand storms, across the 
desert. 
When we 
reached 
the 
mountains, we found them places 
of 
wonder. 
Nabatcan 
inscrip- 
tions on the wayside rocks, and 
cairns 
of 
propitiation to 
evil 
spirits, 
or 
memorials to long- 


forgotten 
persons 
and .events, 


were reminders of ancient times. 
The rocky gorges, are highly col- 
ored and fantastic. All sorts of 
freakish 
formations 
appeared 
among the rocks, as if shaped by 
human hands. The solitude was 
oppressive. At length we reach- 
ed the wide level plain of Wady 
Raha, which the Mountain of the 
Law confronts like a giant pul- 
pit.Just beyond, we were welcomed 
to the Monastery of St. Katherlne 
by the ringing of bells, and by 
affable Greek monks. Our week's 
sojourn there is a story by It- 
self. From the monastery a stiff 
road, with steps, leads to the 
grim summit of Sinai, a peak 
of 
sublime 
views 
and 
stern 
grandeaur. 
On 
this spot, 
ac- 


cording to the tradition of the 
centuries, Moses 
received 
the 


Ten Commandments from God. 


The News and the Law. 
It Is a fitting setting for such 
supreme transition. Its height, 
its isolation, its 
majestic 
red 


granite 
rocks, 
lend 
themselves 
to an event of greatest magni- 
tude. No other spot on earth, ex- 
cept Calvary 
and 
the tomb of 
Jesus, is so sacred. For 
here 
the Almighty 
imparted to His 


servant 
the basic law -for 
the 
governance of human life through- 
out the ages. 


To this site, in 
spirit, 
the 


world needs to make pilgrimage. 
We have wandered far from Si- 
nai. 
Ours is a 
blood-shedding 
era. Life is cheap. We have In- 
vented many new deadly weap- 
ons, 
including the 
sweat-shop, 
the mill, the mine, the assembly 
line, and the automobile. 


On the recent 
tenth anniver- 
sary of the signing of the Kel- 
logg peace treaty it was reported 
that within the decade two and 
a half million persons had died In 
•wars waged by the 
signatories. 


We flout the laws we ourselves 
have made, as well as those laid 
down 
by God. News columns 
present a grisly contrast to the 
enactments of Slnal. 
A south- 
ern editor said to me, whimsical- 
ly, "Homicide is still a reason- 
ably safe pastime." Never a day 
passes " without 
the 
papers 
re- 
porting murders. Last month, in 
one of the major crisis of mod- 
ern history, by the prayers of 
the world, peace was snatched 
at the last moment from 
the 
red and slavering jaws of war. 


A Pacifist Perversion 
Sentimental 
pacifists 
pervert 
the meaning of the Command- 
ment when they quote it as a 
final 
argument 
against war. 
Surely, there are enough sound 
reasons for abolishing war with- 
out wresting this Scripture. The 
exact translation of the text is, 
"Thou shalt do no murder." It Is 
thus rendered in the English Re- 
vised Version. 
The 
law Is di- 
rected against personal 
passion 
and violence, and 
Jesus so in- 
terpreted 
it. That the meaning 
is thus restricted 
Is shown by 


the many subsequent Mosaic laws 
providing the death penalty. And 
certainly 
Jehovah supported many 


of the ways of Israel. There Is 
no warrant for 
attaching 
the 
stigma of "murderer1 to the sol- 
dier who fights at his country's 
call. It 
there were not things 
more precious 
than 
life 
itself, 


society 
would revert to sordid, 
selfish carnality. 


There will be high discussion 
this week in many Bible classes 
over this 
Commandment, 
and 
over the question of when the 
taking of human life Is justifi- 
able. 
Ours is a day given to 
the coddling of the carcass. "Saf- 
ety first" may easily become a 
poltroon's motto. From the time 
of Jesus on the 
Cross, 
down 
through the countless procession 
of heroes, the giving up of life 
has. been the summit of human 
nobility. "Greater love hath no 
man than this, that a man lay 
down his 
life for 
his friends." 
Physical safety is by no means 
the 
supreme 
good. 
That per- 
son is scarcely fit to live who 
is not also ready to die for some 
object more precious than life. 
An Echo of the Angels. 
Because His words are simple, 


we sometimes miss the profun- 
dity of the teachings of Jesus— 
although the keenest thinkers In 
the world for ages have been 
drawing upon His utterances as 
source 
material. 
Jesus 
lifted 
everything He touched up onto 
a higher liver. He took the law 
given to Moses and filled it with 
spiritual 
significance. 
Into 
the 


bare 
legal 
proscription 
of 
the 
taking of human life. He thrust 
a. significance that touches ev- 
erybody in his dally thinking. 


There is no need to take an- 
other's life by violence in order 
to become a murderer, said Christ. 
If you have hate in your heart, 
and the will to destroy, you are 
guilty of murder. If Is the spirit 
that counts, more than the deed, 
There 
are 
lives 
all about us, 
nursing 
in bitterness 
vengeful 
passions, who are 
guiltier 
In 


God's sight than some of thosg 
who, 
in momentary loss of self- 
control, shed the 
blood of an- 
other. 


All of the Master's teachings 
were aimed at 
the springs of 


being. Se carried out the angel 
message which sounded from the 
skies at 
His 
birth—"Peace on 
earth among men of good will." 
There can be no other kind of 
peace. We have been seenlg, In 
Europe's tragic plight, the col- 
lapse of the entire peace struc- 
ture, based on shrewd treaties; 
simply because the spirit of good 
will .was lacking. As the Oxfoiv 
Group is crying aloud in high 
places, "There must be moral re- 
armament before we can have 
peace," A deep change in 
tho 
purposes 
of mankind, a 
trans-

AUSTIN, Nov. 9—W>—A Texas 
cotton crop of 3,125,000 bales bas- 
ed on conditions of Nov. 1 is 75,- 
000 bales less than the 
forecast 


of October 1, the U. S. 
depart- 
ment of.. agriculture reported to- 
day, the estimate compared with 
5>154,OOO bales 
produced 
In 1938 
and a 10 year average of 3,997,000. 
The 
department said the esti- 
mate of lint yield was 154 pounds 
per acre on the 9,711,000 acres 
left for harvest. 
The yield last 
year was 197 pounds, and for the 
10 year averago 140 pounds. 
Ginnings prior to Nov. 1 were 


2,594,000 bales, compared with 3,- 
662,000 to the same date last year 
and 2,302,000 in 1938. On the bas- 
is of the Nov. 1 estimate approxi- 
matey 87 per cent of the Texas 
crop was ginned by Nov. 1.

Study Returns With Care.

dential campaign of 1940. 


Republican strategists had' put 
particular emphasis on winning 
governorships, hoping thereby to 
build up state organizations pre- 
paratory to 1940.

The elections of that year, which 
put Herbert Hoover in tho White 
House, were the last until yester- 
day In which the Republican par- 
ty had gained strength.

The big guns at Fort Mon- 
roe, 200 miles away at the

So, too, is the 


airplane base • at 
Langley 


Field, Virginia. 


It is perhaps less import- 


ant that Washington be 
strongly

some of the world's other 
capitals.

cept as all things are bound 
together in the government. 
For sentiment and prestige, 
of course, we wish co pro- 
tect our capital with is great 
monuments, its art and oth- 
er treasures; but neither

tack there. Even BO, it is 
good to know that any en- 
emy would have consider- 
able distance to travel and 
powerful defenses to over-

William S. Knudsen, head 


of General Motors, says in 
reference to the new wage- 
hour law that it is the level 
of production that is most 
important, not the number 
of hours in a day or work 
days in a week. He'd be 
in favor of "a one-hour day 
or week if we can maintain 
the level of 
productivity. 


You cannot reduce the out- 
put. 
That is fatal, as 


France ' is just now learn- 
ing." 
. 


The purpose of the wage- 


hour law is protection for 
the overworked and under- 
paid worker. It is not con- 
cerned 
particularly 
with 


production. 


Many people might agree 


with Mr. Knudsen, adding 
that, for a while at least, 
we need to have the level 
of productivity raised rath- 
er than merely maintained. 
These are the people who 
believe that the way out of 
the depression is the crea- 
tion of more n a t i o n a l 
wealth, the production and 
distribution of more goods. 


This line of thought does 


not disparage the 
wage- 


hour law; it merely indi- 
cates that along with pro- 
tection of labor we need al- 
so goods for labor to use 
and enjoy. 


BEAUTY IN AUTOS. 


Yes, the new cars are 


very beautiful. 
They al- 


ways were. Even the pre- 
war flivvers, with their ab- 
surd height and grotesque 
shape, their funny lamps 
and springs and fenders and 
snub noses, were lovely in 
their time. 


Always, as models chang- 


ed from year to year, the 
new car seemed fairer than 
the old, neater and sweeter 
and of better design, only 
to lose its charm when the 
next model appeared, be- 
coming hideous in two or 
three years. This seemed 
true not merely of the cheap 
cars, but of the higher- 
priced and presumably bet- 
ter-designed ones. Look at 
the high priced cars and 
the makes of only slightly 
inferior quality that we used 
to admire before the war. 
How ugly 
and ridiculous 
they seem now. 


A thoughtful person nat- 


urally wonders, then, wheth- 
er these miracles of beau- 
ty that we covet today, as 
we survey the latest mod- 
els, are really the last word 
of design and 
comeliness. 


Experience warns us that 
they, too, will look queer 
and 
ugly three or four 


years hence. We find our- 
selves wondering 
whether

-FREE SPEECH SUS- 


TAINED 


Jersey City, lately the 


chief forum for fighting out 
the issue of free speech in 
America, may hear 
both 


sides of controversial issues 
hereafter. 
The 
decision 


rendered by Federal Judge 
William Clark, while not 
entirely conclusive, main- 
tains the American constitu- 
tional right of free speech 
and forbids 
deportations 


such as have beer practic- 
ed by Mayor Hague and his 
police. 


The power of deporta- 


tion, declares Judge Clark, 
exists in the national gov- 
ernment alone ana can.be 
exercised only a g a i n s t 
aliens. 
It connot be used 


by states or cities. Even in 
the case of aliens, some sort 
of public hearing must be 
held. Specifically, "People 
cannot be 
deported 
from 


Jersey City by the fiat of an 
idministration officer, 
po- 


lice or otherwise." 


The constitutional duty 


of such an officer is mere- 
ly "the arrest and convey- 
ance of his prisoner to a 
reasonably convenient judi- 
cial officer. 
The 'right of 


quarantine' furnishes no ex- 
ception to this rule, as it is 
limited to the field of phy- 
sical ecience and does not 
include ideas." 


In short, the rights of free 


speech and assembly are a 
matter 
for 
interpretation 


by the courts, not by the po- 
lice or the municipal execu- 
tives. So the judge forbids 
Interference with the right 
to distribute leaflets on the 
streets and to speak in the 
public parks.

causes syphillis and which is the 
blood stream, while not 
havinR 
the results of syphilis, causes re- 


lapsing fever. 


Schuhnrdt and his 
associates 


are trying to find a means of 
curing 
the 
fever 
after 
it 
is 
transmitted 
to humans by the 


tick. 


Several cases have 
been 
re- 
ported In the vicinity of Buchan- 
an Lake, 05 miles northwest of 
the capital, 
which, 
Schuhardt 


said, are traceable to a cave In 
that region which was infested 
by ticks until the lake basin was 
filled with water and drove the 
insects Into surrounding territory 
—presenting a constant 
menace 
to 
rural 
residents 
and 
sports- 


men.The 
splrochaetc causing 
the 


disease 
was 
first 
localized 
In 


1931 by the late Dr. O. W. Gra- 


am who died last year, took 


relapsing fever soon after he dis- 
covered the germ and Schuhnrdt 
himself had the malady last win- 
ter as did several students and 
Instructors who worked with the 
ticks. 


Relapsing fever seldom Is fa- 
tal. 
However, It may 
continue 


spasmodically 
for 
months with 


the victim feeling well one week 
and 
111 the next, Schuhardt ex- 


plained. 
Livestock seems not to bo af- 


fected by the disease 
although 


their blood may swarm with the 
germs. 
It is not known, how- 
ever, whether humnns may con- 
tract, the fever from contcat with 
livestock. 
Schuhardt 
IB 
inclined 


to the opinion tho Illness Is trans- 
mitted to man only by the ticks 
themselves. 
It Is also unknown where tho 
ticks become Infected. 
Once in- 


fected, tho female may transmit 
the disease to tho offspring and, 
as ticks multiply rapidly, tho In- 


fection ii almost 
impossible to 
atop. 


The destruction of tho 
ticks 
suggests itself ns #. possible solu- 
tion, but they are extremely re- 
sistant to the usual methods of 
eradicating insects. 
Schuhardt cited 
cases 
where 


the ticks lived five years without 
food. 
Tho ipirochauten also are 
extremely resistant to starvation. 


Tho standard method of treat- 
ing relapsing fever 
Is injection 


of neo-arslnlne—much In the man- 
ner syphilis Is treated. However, 
there Is an 
increasing number 


of cases on which tho treatment 
has no effect. 


With the determination of most 


scientists Schuhardt and his as- 
sociates plod on, confident they 
will eventually 
find 
a way 
to
